1y fo, for in ſome Countreys as ia Ryfia and other Countreys, - 
if you put off your Hat toſalute they'le go nigh to ſtab, taking 
it for a jeer; and the French preach wich their Hats on ; if a 
man put not off his Haty its no breach of any Law, their being 
no Statute {or it, men do it out of civility toan ambaſſadourgit 
being a Cuſtom; and if a man keep on his Hat in Sermon time, 
its no ſin,becauſe there is no rohibirion if tt be not the cuſtom 
of the place I ſee no regſou why thePreacher ſhould beget a cu- 
ſtom, ſeeing he hath no Warrant from the word. Bur to prove 
that they are (ent,8& are Ambaſſadours from the King of Kings, 
here they*l have & hard tugg on't, let them prove their Miſſion 
or Sending, I know how they are called juſt as Hoggs to the
